her crow left San Francisco

days in good condition and feeling

about 2,500 miles from

THE LAST OF THE LAND 
QUESTION. 


According to official statistics the 
public domain of tho United States 
originally consisted of 1,815,000,000 
acres of land, of which all but 
599,-000,0- 
acres havo been disposed of. 
Of the land remaining unentorcd 
Arizona has 55, 000,000 acres, Calif 
ornia 45,000,000, 
Colorado 40,000,-00- 0, 
Idaho, 40,000,000, Kansas 
941,-00- 
0, 
Minuesota, 5,000,000, Montana 
73,000,000 
Nebraska 
10,000.000, 
Nevada, 
61,000,000, 
New Mexico 
58,000,000, Oregon 37,000,000, and 
Wyoming 50,000,000. 
These 
immense tracts 
include 
great mountain areas which will bo 
forever worthless for cultivation, 
but they includo also millions of 
acres of arid land 
which 
can 
bo 
mado fertile if monoy 
enough is 
spent tn irrigating 
them. 
Tho question of disposing ofsuch 
lands is once moro beforo Congress 
and whatever remains to bo done in 
settling it ought to be done thor 
oughly. 
Tho issuo has been between see- 
ing tho lands mado a pretext for 
perpetual 
Treasury-raidin- 
g 
and 
putting on the States in which thoy 
aro located tho complete 
responsi- 
bility 
for their 
reclamation 
and 
distribution. 
The arid lands aro not likely to 
be reclaimed except through irriga- 
tion 
companies 
whoso 
dealings 
with local Legislatures may prove 
a source ot scandal 
lor 
years 
to 
come, bnt it is bettor to have this 
scandal at State 
capitals than 
at 
Washington. 
The whole 
subject 
ought to bo put forever beyond tho 
jurisdiction 
of Congress. 
In amending existing legislation 
it should bo tho aim of Congress to 
put the full responsibility 
on the 
interested States. 
Tho lands 
aro 
undoubtedly valuable when reclaim- 
ed bul it will bo easy enough to 
make their reclamation cost moro 
per aero than 
tho 
best 
farming 
land in tho oldci States. 
The less 
tho Federal Government has to do 
with such a problem tho better.

How to ITotect 
Young Fruit Trees from 
Slice and Babbits. 
The following directions' arc Issued 
by thp Pardue university agricultural 
experiment station: 
Young fruit trees are 
ery opt to be 
injured during the winter by mice and 
rabbit? gnawing the bark. 
This is es- 
pecially true if the orchaid ha3 been 
neglected during 4he summer season. 
A heavy growth of grass or weeds about 
the trees makes excellent nests for mice 
during the winter, and where rubbish 
heaps have been allowed to accumulate 
in the orchard, especially if it is near 
a forest, rabbits will almost invariably 
congregate. 
Under these conditions 
the young trees will almost certainly 
suffer from the ravages of one or both 
of these pests. It is important 
there- 
fore that this matter be attended to at 
once. 
There arc various remedies recom- 
mended for these evils, the first 
and 
most successful of which is clean cul- 
tivation. 
It this has been 
followed, 
then remove all loose mulch, dead grass 
and rubbish of various kinds from the 
immediate vicinity of the base of the 
trees. 
This will destroy the nesting 
places of the mice and will go far to- 
ward protecting the trees from injury. 
Then, in addition to the above, make 
a smooth, compact mound of earth, a 
foot high, about the base of the trees, 
just before the ground freezes. 
These 
two precautions will be all that is neces 
sary to insure protection against mice. 
Babbits nre not so likely to injure 
trees where there arc other small plants, 
such as young grapevines or nursery 
stock, in the immediate vicinity of the 
orchard, as they 
seem 
to delight in 
cutting 
off the 
young 
and 
tender 
branches in preference to gnawing the 
bark of older trees. It is ilways safe, 
however, 
to protect the trees, and a 
favorite method is to wrap the trunks 
with 
closely-wove- n 
wire screen, such 
as is used for screen doors. 


VINES 
NEAR 
DWELLINGS. 


How to Secure Growth of Plants Which 
Seem Without Life. 
It is often a difficult task to get vFncs 
started which have been planted near 
dwellings. 
The plants stand still for 
a long time in many cases. 
It is fre- 
quently the case that the soil is poor in 
such locations. 
Excavations for (he 
cellar have been placed there, often of 
sand or clay, in which no plant can 
thrive. 
This must be made right by 
digging out a barrowful or two of this 
rubbish and filling in with good soil. 
Another, and perhaps a greater reason 
for this poor growth is that the build- 
ings keep away the rain from certain 
quarters, causing the soil to become so 
dry that nothing can grow in it. When 
this is the trouble it can be remedied 
to a great extent by procuring vines 
of some length of stem, that they may 
be planted 
some distance away from 
the wall. 
Let it be a Virginia creeper, 
for instance. Get a vine with a stem 
two fpet or more in length. 
Plant it 
tw o feet from the wall, opening a trench 
from it to the wall in which the shoots 
I 
are to be laid and covered 
over with 
earth. 
This will bring the point of 
ihe vine close to the wall, up which 
it will soon run. 
The roott being two 
leet away irom tnc wan win meet, vmn 
i 
more moisture than if closer to it, and 
the shoots which havo been 
carried 
along under ground will make root in 
time, pushing along the growth fast. 
In this way, with the roots in good soil, 
many a vine has been given a good start, 
have 
tcry 
or 
completely.
